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New York, Aug. 9.—The following 
bulletin was ¡«sued by the surgeons 
attending Mayor Gaynor after a con- 
sultation just finished: 


"The mayor was shot on the right 
side of the neck, the bullet entering 
the posterior and upper part and rang- 
ing downward and forward. 
The po- 
sition of the bullet has not btsn defi- 
nitely located, but will be determined 
later by X-rays. 


"The niayor is conscious and is now 
resting quietly and there seems to be 
no immediate danger.

At 2:45 o'clock this afternoon 
Dr.

Gaynor's pulse is normal and the pa- 
tient is strong and cheerful. The bul- 
let probably has lodged 
under 
the 
tongue." 


At 3:45 o'clock Mayor Gaynor's con- 
dition was reported to be unchanged. 
Shortly before that time Health Confi- 
missioner Lederle 
came from 
Mayor 
Gaynor's bedside. 
He said that he had 
talked with Mayor Gaynor for a few 
moments and that the mayor seemed 
cheerful and expressed confidence that 
he would recover.

ship's pier in Hoboken, X. J., about to 
start on a month's vacation in Europe. 


The shooting was done by a stranger 
who later gave his name 
as 
Jule? 
James Gallagher, living at 444 Third 
avenue, New Yoi-k. He was later iden- 
tified as a former city employe who re- 
cently had been discharged. 


Three Shots Fired; Two Miss. 


Three shoots were fired at the mayor. 
Two of 
them missed, and the 
third 
lodged In the fleshy portion of the left 
side of the neck. 


Blood gushed from the wound and 
the first hasty examinations led to th 
belief 
of serious 
and perhaps 
fatil 
consequences. 


The 
mayor 
retained 
consciousness 
and later examination by the 
physi- 
cians when the mayor was taken to 
the hospital gave a more hopeful out- 
look. 


The shooting occurred under circum- 
stances of the most dramatic charac- 
ter. 
Mayor Gaynor came aboard the 
steamer accompanied by a number of 
prominent city officials about to bid 
him adieu on his trip abroad. 
The 
party proceeded to the upper deck and 
were assembled in a group giving final 
r-eetings. 


. Began Firirg Without a Word. 
Crowds of passengers were about on 
deck and with friends waving adieu 
from the pier. 
The mayor's party had 
just formed a group preparatory" to 
having their picture taken. 


Suddenly a man pushed through the* 
throng from the rear. 
He approached 
the mayor and without a word began 
to fire. The shots rang out In quick 
succession. 
Instantly there was the 
greatest 
excitement 
and 
confusion. 
Mayor Gaynor was seen to fftll to the 
deck and the gushing wound , told that 
he "had been hit. 
At the same moment 
a. ship's guard sprang forward and 
dealt the assassin a blow on the head 
with a billy, felling him to ,the deck, 
where officers quickly seized him. 
He 
Was turned over • to the Hoboken po- 
lice and taken to police headquarters. 


Blames Mayor For Want. 


There he gave the name of Gallagher 
and in response to inquiries as to why 
he had committed the deed he replied 
sullenly, "He kept me from earning 
tniy "bread and butter."

Physicians Gave Hope. 
The hospital physicians made a care- 
ful examination of the wound. 
The 
conclusion agreed with that

It was found that 
the bullet had 
entered

mayor's 
neck back of the ear, burying itself in 
the region of the mastoid bone. 
The 
bullet was not located and no effort 
was made to probe. 
It was decided to 
await the arrival of a surgeon from 
New York who was hastily summoned. 
Meantime the mayor remained 
calm 
and collected. 
His 
ohief 
difficulty 
came from the gathering of blood in 
his throat. 
After the administrations 
of the physicians 
Mr.

Great Excitement in Gotham. 
The 
attempt 
to 
assassinate 
the 
mayor 
caused 
intense 
excitement 
throughout New York. 
The 
promi- 
nence of the city executive in recent 
months in city affairs and to a growing 
extent, in state and national affairs, 
attracted widespread attention. Every- 
where the news of the attempt 
on 
his life \vas received witJi evidence of 
profound regret. 
In all public places, 
the hotels, the financial district, clubs 
and subways the affair was the ab- 
sorbing topic. 
One of the

patches of condolence was 
from 
ex- 
President Roosevelt, expressing horror 
and indignation at the crime. 


Gallagher Badiy Beaten. 
Gallagher, 
the 
mayor's 
assailant, 
shows the marks of the struggle which 
took place on the liner's deck after he 
had shot down the mayor. 
This af- 
ternoon his face was badly 
swollen 
where some one had hit him a power- 
ful blow with bare knuckles and black 
and blue finger marks can be seen on 
the throat, where a strong hand throt- 
tled him. In Gallagher's possession was 
letter which was probably the direct 
incentive for the shooting. 
It is dated 
Aug. 4, at the mayor's office and is 
addressed to Gallagher at his Third 
avenue residence. 
It reads: 


"Dear Sir: 
The mayor has Instruct- 
ed me to acknowledge the receipt of 
your letter of the first instant and to 
state that he can do nothing for you 
in the matter of which you write." 


The letter 
is signed by 
Secretary 
Robert Adamson. 


Many telegraphic messages were re- 
ceived at the city hall during the day, 
expressing sympathy with Mayor Gay- 
nor and asking for word of his condi- 
tion. 


Before Camera When Shot. 


Mayor Gaynor and city officials were 
standing in 
a group 
about to 
have 
their 
photograph 
taken 
when 
the 
shooting began. 


Blood spurted fe-om the wound 
in 
the neck as the mayor fell to the deck. 
Officer Fitzgering, one of the guards 
of the North German Lloyd line, was 
standing near at the time. 


He had in hi.s hand a small police 
club, with which he hit the asasilant 
a blow on the head felling him to the 
deck. 
The man was seized by officers. 
In the scuffle his hat fell off disclos- 
ing the initials "H. C. G." 
Throughout 
the struggle the man retained a pipe in 
his hand. 


Much Excitement on Deck. 
Meantime there was "intense excite- 
ment on the deck of the steamer, the 
Mayor's secretary, Mr. Adamson, lift- 
ed the stricken executive to his feet 
and with the assistance of others car- 
ried him to a stateroom. 
Later he was 
conveyed to the hospital. 
The revolver 
used by the assassin was found to con- 
tain four empty shells. 


As Mayor Gaynor was being borne 
by his friends he remarked simply: 
"'Say good bye to the people." 
At the city hall it Is believed that 
Gallagher is the man who had been 
noticed loitering-in city hall park for 
several weeks apparently trying to see 
Mayor Gaynor. 


The attendants at the city hall, how- 
ever, prevented the man reaching the 
mayor. 


Detectives were immediately rushed 
ih numbers from Manhattan headquar- 
ters to the scene of the tragedy at the 
Hoboken steamship pier. 


Has Made Many Enemies. 
Mayor 
Gaynor's 
administration, 
which began on Jan. 1 last, had been 
so drastic in its reforms and he had 
condemned so many persons and par- 
ties in such strong terms that he be- 
came the subject of many threats. 


In municipal official circles he-made 
rriany bitter enemies and a number of 
powerful political organizations 
were 
uncompromising against him. 


Several months ago an armed visl-' 
tor at the-city hall was found trying 
to approach Mayor Gaynor and he was 
removed.

Andrew J. Ford Shoots 
Himself in an Attempt 
at Suicide. 


FATAL RESULT NOT 
LIKELY TO FOLLOW 


Poor Health and Grief Over 
Death of Sons is Prob- 
•A 
able Cause. 


'Wbile suffering from mental aberra- 
tion due to his own ill health and to 
grief over the death of his children, 
Andrew J. Ford, 68 years old, former 
railroad engrineer and in later years ^ 
constable in this city, attempted sui- 
cidé at his home, 605 Montgomery 
street, at 9 o'clock Friday morning. 


_Ford fired a bullet from a 32-caliber 
revolver into IH» left breast. 
The ball 
entered a short distance below the 
nipple and missed the heart by a bare 
inch and a half. As the partially con- 
scious victom of his own bullet was 
lifted Into the city ambulance to be 
taken to St. Joseph's hospital, physl- 
ciáns gave the opinion that the wound- 
ed itnan had but slight chapce of recov-

his home when he fired the shot. His 
wife was in the rear doorway of the 
residence and a daughter had gone up- 
stairs. 
The report of the pistol was 
the first intimation of the man's inton- 
tion, and wife and daughter, who. with 
several neighbors, hurried 
into 
the 
room, found the wounded man lying 
upon the bed, the blood gushing from 
the wound in his breast and the pistol 
fallen from his hand by his side. 


Physicians were quickly summoned 
and Dr. Stemen. Dr. Enslen and Dr. 
Kaadt were soon at the Ford home. 
The wounded man was carried to an 
easy chair in the sitting room and an 
effort made 
to revive 
him. 
While 
preparations were being made to re- 
move him to the hospital Ford lapsed 
into a sinking condition and it was 
feared death would intervene before 
ho could make the trip to the hos- 
pital. 
However, 
with a 
marvelous 
display of vitality the suffering man 
revived a little later and was lifted 
into the ambulance. 
Surgeons 
said 
there 
were 
indications 
of 
internal 
hemorrhage of a serious character in 
the case. 
The wounded man'moaned 
occasionally, but did not utter a word 
intelligible to those about him. 


The weapon with which Ford fired 
the shot was his' own. He had secret- 
ed It about the house and declined to 
tell 
other 
members 
of 
the 
family 
where It had been placed. In the men- 
tal condition under which he had been 
suffering for several months, members 
of the family were apprehensive, and 
several times had attempted to learn 
the whereabouts 
of the 
pistol, but 
without avfiil. • 


Ford had been In broken health for 
more than two years, and since No- 
vember last friends have noticed that 
his mental condition 
was 
at times 
badly affected. The death of two sons 
within the past two years ha^ grieved 
the . father sorely, and he has been- 
sufferlng from - a 
nervous atCeetion. 
Members of the'famlly My he bad l>èe^ 


unable to sleep for two nights and 
complained continually of a pain in 
his head. 


Early Friday 
a. m. 
Ford made a 
trip to a drug store, returning with a 
small phial 
of medicine 
which had 
been filled from a prescription given 
by his family physician. 
He took a 
dose of the medicine and other mem- 
bers of the family left him in his room 
while they went about their household 
duties. 
Within a few minutes Ford 
had secured the revolver and fired the 
shot into his breast. 


Years ago while employed as a loco- 
motive engineer Mr. Ford was injured 
by an accident in which the side-rod 
of his engine came crashing up through 
the cap. and he was not again able to 
resume railroad work. 
Two years ago, 
it is said, he suffered a sunstroke. 


For several years he had been at- 
tached to the court of Justice Huser 
and those of other Justices as a con- 
stable, a place to which he was elect- 
ed some years ago.

Meetings were also held in the a f t - 
ernoon and evening at which both the 
.above divines spoke and Rev. L. C. 
Hessert. 
of Decatur; 
Rev. 
Kielsmier, 
of the Salem Reformed church of this 
city, was also one of the speakers. The 
meeting in the evening was especially 
largely attended. 


Previous to the meetings of Sunday 
the debt made by the recent extensive 
improvements had been liquidated by 
subscriptions of m ^ b e r s and the col- 
lection taken Sunday did not go for 
this purpose.

The history of the St. John's Rf>- 
formed church dates back to 1844. The 
congregation 
-was organized 
in

year by Rev. A. Carroll with but four- 
teen members, making it one of

oldest German 
congregations 
in 
this 
city. 
It 
had 
difficulty in 
finding a 
suitable 
place of 
worship and 
step.^ 
were immediately taken for^ the erec- 
tion of a church building by the pur- 
rhase in August of that year of a lot 
on which 
to build, at the corner of 
W'ashington and Webster 
streets. 


There a frame edifice was 
erected. 
It being under roof during January of 
1.S45 and shortly afterward ft was ded- 
icated with Rev. Carroll as its pastor. 
With the beginning of the year 1846 
he resigned and Rev. J. A. Beyer, at 
that time in connection with the Pres- 
byterian church, became his 
successor. 
The latter's pastorate was brief 
and 
',n 1847 Rev. F. B. Altermatt Nvas in- 
stalled. 
During bis pastorHte the little 
rihurch was 
materially benefited and 
^he 
edifice 
received 
tbp 
finishing 
touches of a tower. 
In 1848 he was 
succeeded by Rev. Dr. J. Bopsard. 
He 
;vas a faithful 
worker nnd a 
strict 
?hurch disciplinarian and as a result 
•.he congregation became of a decided 
Tihristian character.

>astor until 1853, when Rev. H. Bentz 
lerved the church for awhile.

Schwedes.

In 1877. on account of ill health, Dr.

almost a year. 


At the close nf the year 1894'Dr. Carl 
Schaaf 
resigned and on December 9. 


1894. Rev. John A. Bosch, a graduate 
of Calvin rnjjpge. at Cleveland, Ohio,

nary. at Tiflin. Ohio, was unanimously 
chosen as pastor and on January 1.3. 
1895, was ordainrd by the Zion classis 
and installed as pastor of the congre- 
gation.

Him a Bribe. 


TENDERED $25,000 


TO URGE CONTRACT 


Senator Curtis on Stand is 
Good Witness for Him- 
self and Sherman.

íliarges of attempted bribery in Okla- 
homa Indian lands were made before 
, the Investigating committee today. 


D. C. McCurtain, a Choctaw Indian, 
son of the governor of the Choctaw na- 
tion and attorney for the tribe, testified 
that J. F. McMurray had offered him 
$25,000 to approve the land deal. 


The contracts were those which were 
diaappro\'«d by President Roosevelt in 
1908. 


"I was called to the hotel by Mc- 
Murray." testified McCurtain. "While 
there 
I 
wa.s introduced to Cecil A. 
Liyon, national republican committee- 
man from Texas. When Lyon left Mc- 
Murray »aid 'I have decided to give 
you $25,000 if you 
will 
not oppose 
these contracts. 
If the contracts so 
through JuBt as they are you get the 
monej'. 
If our profits are cut down 
then your money will be cut down in 
proportion.' " 


Tefis Some Details. 


McCurtain said the offer took plac*? 
a t the Raleigh hotel at Washington. 
The tetma were that McCurtain was 
not to oppose the approval of the con- 
tracts by the secretary of the interior 
and by the president, said the witness. 
The contracts were held by Mansfield. 
McMurray & Cornish, a law firm of 
McAlester. Okla.. and provided for the 
sale of about 450.000 acres of Choc- 
taw and Chickasaw lands said to be 
t*''Orth from $50.000.000 to $160,000,000, 
the witness testified. 


McCurtain continued: 
"I was then 
Choctaw delegate to Washington and 
It was known that I had persistently 
opposed the sale of the Indan lands by 
contracts 
with 
private 
individuals. 
McMurray saw me a number of times 
In regard to his money offer." 


"JuBt where did this offer of bri- 
bery take place?" asked Congressman 
\ 
Campbell. 


"It took place in the lobby of the 
hotel about noon." 


"Was Cecil Lyon present when the 
offer was made?" 


"Ko. I had been introduced to him 
and he walked away." 


McMurray Mad® the Offer. 


"Mr. McMurnay made the offer to 
v.. 
you personally?" 


• 
"Yes." 
It was explained that the tribal con- 
tracts discussed at Washington at that 
time -were later disapproved of entire- 
b". 


The McMurray contracts now pend- 
ing are new and were obtained indi- 
vidually after the disapproval by Pres- 
ident Roosevelt of the old ones. 


McCurtain's 
charges of 
attempted 
bribery supplement those of Senator 
Gore. 
McCurtain, who is about forty 
years old. is a dark skinned Indian 
with Jet black hair. 
While he testi- 
fied in a distinct, loud voice his fath- 
ei. Governor McCurtain, a veteran In- 
dian presiding officer of many Indian 
council "meetings of pioneer days, sat 
beside him. 


McCurtain's testimony 
came as a 
climax following the appearance on the 
etand of Charles 
Curtis, of Kansas, 
•who refuted previous 
testimony 
by 
Senator Gore that Vice President Sher- 
man was "interested" in the land deal 
now pending. 


Senator Curtis Testifies. 
Séttator Curtis asserted that 
both 
hfc artd Vice President Sherman were 
Oli record as being unfavorable toward 
the McMurray contracts whereby $3,- 
000,000 or 10 per cent of the proceeds 
from the deal was to be diverted from 
the Indians in the shape of "attorneys' 
fees." 
Senator 
Curtis testified that 
Sénator Gore once had remarked that 
hé (Curtis) was meddling too mtsch in 
Oklahoma 
affairs 
by "fair means or 
foul." 
It was Senator Gore who, in 
previous testimony had declared that 
Jake L. Ham on had offered him a bribe 
of $25,000 or $50,000 to help put the 
deal through congress. 
Senator Gore 
also had testified that Hamon had said 
Senator Curtis was "interësted" in the 
deal. 
Hamon subsequently denied all 
of Senator Gore's testimony. 


J. F. McMurray, in an interview to- 
day denied that he had ever offered 
$26,000 or any other amount to Mc- 
CUitaln. 
McMurray declared that Ce- 
cil hyan was 
financially 
interested 
with him in the old tribal contracts. 


"Kot only 
United 
States 
Senator 
Chârlôs Curtis, of Kansas, but also 
Vice President Sherman 
disapproved 
of the contracts 
whereby 
attorneys 
fées of $3.000.000 was to be allowed in 
thé salé of $30,000.000 worth of Indian 
ianda in Oklahoma. 


This assertion formed the substance 
of testimony given by Senator Curtis 
tcdaj' before the committee appointed 
By thè house of representatives to in- 
vestigate what are known as the Mc- 
Murray contracts. 


Curtis Ther% to Testify. 
Senator Curtis came here to testifj', 
followiííg téâtimony given by Senator 
T. P. Gore, who declared he had been 
informed that Mr; Sherman and Sen- 
ator Curtis each were "interested" in 
the contracts, the approval of which by 
congress and president was sought by 
J F. McMurray. 


Senator Gore charged that a New 
York syndicate stood ready to pur- 
chas« the land for $30,000,000 and the 
contracts held by McMurray called for 
a 10 per cent, "attorneys fees," where- 
as the Indian treaties with the gov- 
. ernment provided for the disposal of 
• the land without any expense to the 
: Indians. 
On the floor of the senate 
- and In 
his testimony 
here Senator 
^'Gore chai-ged that the proposed sàie 
'was an attempt to rob and plunder 
the Indians. 


Talked Wth Taft and Sherman. 
Taking the stand before the commit- 
tee, Senator .Curtla related the details 
of a conversation which took place at 
.the. white house between 
President 
Taft, Vice 
President 
Sherman and 
"^himself last April. 
The senator ex-' 
plained hé was ¿ member of the sen- 
sati. tàmmivtie 6tì 
Indian affairs and 
i^thAt f!rtvioucl3f as a member ot the 


member of the .house committee~on In- 
dian affairs. He also related that Mr. 
Sherman had been chairman of the 
house committee previous fo election 
to the vice presidency; that, said the 
senator, accounted for their having 
been called to the white house to dis- 
cuss the McMurrajr contracts. 


^'Some time last April I was called 
up on the telephone and asked to go 
to the white house," testified Senator 
Curtis. 
"Thé president, Mr. Sherman 
and myself then began to talk about 
Indian affairs. The president suggest- 
ed the possibility of 
reopening 
the 
question of the Indian enrollment 
It 
seems there are about 14,000 claimants 
who assert they are Indians and who 
wer<i left off the rolls and consequent.!:"! 
are not enjoying the privileges Ac- 
corded to Indians. 


"I told the president it would be a 
serious mistake to reopen that ques- 
tion. 
The president then asked about 
McMurray. 
I told him I had known 
McMurray for years and as counsel 
for the Indians he had never lost a 
case. 
The president then wanted to 
know what we thought 
about 
the 
contracts allowing 10 per cent attor- 
neys' fees. 


Same View as Sherman's. 
"The reply of both myself and Mr. 
Sherman was that in this instance we 
did not believe the Indians needed any 
attoro<?y on a 10 per cent basis or any 
other basis. 
We callf'd attention to 
the fact that the treaty between the 
Indians and the goveimment called for 
a sale of the land by the government 
and no counsel was needed. 
It was 
pointed out that to 
give attorneys* 
fees in this instance wo;;ld be simply 
to deprive the Indldans out of that 
much profit guaranteed 
to them 
by 
the government. 
That 
formeîi 
the 
substance of our talk. 


"We further sugg-ested to the pr^-s- 
ident that he should never tske any 
action on any Indian contract until he 
referred the matter to 
the officials 
who had thoroughly investigated the 
sub.iect." 


Congressman 
B. S. McGuire. 
of 
Oklahoma, also mentfoned by Senator 
Gove as being "interested" in the con- 
tracts, was schedulî-d to gp on the 
stand today. 


Curtis Talked V/th Gore, 
"A few days after our conference at 
tl>e white house." 
said 
INIr. Curtis. 
"Senator Gore asked me about the in- 
terview and I told him he need not 
worry as 
I 
believed 
the president 
would not approve of the routracts. ' 
"Was that the impression you got 
that the president would iiot approve 
of the McJîurray 
contracts?" 
asked 
Chairman Burke. 


"Yes, that was my impression in a 
way. 
I heard a. statement by Senator 
Gore in a committee that he knew the 
man in Washington who was working 
for the approval of these contracts and 
who also was 
to 
get a commission 
from a New York syndicate—that is 
the man w^as to get a fee from both 
ends from McMurraj- and from the 
syndicate. 


"Mr. Gore said the man was Rich- 
ard Adams, an attorney at Washing- 
ton." 


Mr. Curtis testified that he did not 
know 
Jake 
L. 
Hamon, 
who 
was 
charged by Senator Gore with having 
offered him (Gore) a $25.000 or $50,000 
bribe to "put through" the land deal. 


Chairman 
Burke: 
"Did 
Senator 
Gore ever tell you that some one had 
mentioned you as béing interested in 
the McMurray contracts?" 


"Who was it Senator Gore referred 
to when he said a senator was inter- 
ested." 


"It was then pointed out that he re- 
ferred to me." 


Asked if arty animosity existed be- 
tween himself and Mr. Gore Mr. Cur- 
tis said "Xever until a certain Indian 
matter came up and Mr. Gore declared 
I was meddling too much In Oklahoma 
affairs by fair means and by foul." 


"What interest has former Senator 
Long in the McMurray contracts." 


"I don't know except that Mr. Long 
came to me after,he was out of the 
senate and said he was going into the 
Indian land business. 
I told him he 
could not afford to appear aa a lobby- 
ist. 
He replied it was not his Inten- 
tion to do any lobbying but that he 
intended to act only as a lawyer.

Long never has asked me to see the 
president or any one else in the in- 
terest of McMurray.

"But these crops would be valueless 
to you without you had a market for 
your surplus. 
The people that grow 
wealthy and powerful and rise to a 
commanding position among the na- 
tions of the world IS the one that sup- 
ports a large internal and export com- 
merce. 
No nation ever attained na- 
tional prominence without 
commerce 
Its 
the national 
highway 
to 
world 
recognition. 
We cannot grow wealthy 
without v/e find some one to buy our 
goods, and we shall not sell our goods 
unless we buy of thase people to whom 
we expect to sell. 
The secret of na- 
tional growth is In the exchange of 
commodities. 
People cannot buy un- 
less they can 
sell their 
products so 
that they may have something to buy 
with. 
That is an economic law that 
we are beginning to learn. 


"You have to do with all these prob- 
lems of government that afiect 
the 
prices of your products. 
You live a 
thousand miles from the export cities 
of the country and from those cities 
that must be fed from the great cen- 
tral west, very largely. You are there- 
fore interested in the cost of trans- 
portation. 
If the rates for the Mary- 
land and New York farmer are very 
low, you are at a disadvantage with 
him in the markets, if you pay an ex- 
cessive rate.

The great railroads that 
take the freight from your doors an^ 
lay it down for export or home con- 
sumption in thé east seem to be reap- 
ing great profits from their business. 


The Railroad Bill. 


"Those freight rates have been such 
as to demand national legislation in 
the interest of the shipper. 
Congress 
passed what Is known as the railroad 
bill, in which it is provided that be- 
fore rates can go Into operation the 
roads must convince the 
authorities 
that they are just and reasonable. 
No 
man wants to cripple the railroads; 
we cannot get along without them. 
A 
rate for instance, that is flxed, say by 
a road passing through Fort Wayne 
from 
Chicago at 10 cents per 
cwt. 
from Chicago to eastern points, ought 
not to increase that rate to 14 cents 
for the same goods to the same desti- 
nation from Fort Wayne, with a hun- 
dred and fifty miles less to haul the 
goods. 
This is only another way of 
rebating. 
That is one of the condi- 
tions that required action on the part 
of the federal legislature. 
Not only ia 
a reasonable rate ju«t to the shipper, 
but to the producer also; for if the 
shipper is compelled to pay an 
un- 
reasonable freight 
rate, he 
protects 
himself against It by cutting the price 
of what he buys. 
Great transporta- 
tions that occupy an exclusive field for 
transportation 
of 
merchandise 
and 
produce have no right to take advant- 
age of their exclusive means of ship- 
ment to charge unreasonable rates, and 
if they do so the strong arm of the 
law will protect the producer and the 
shipper. 
We want the roads, to.pros- 
per, but not at the expense of an un- 
ju-st rate, ' and if they charge 
those 
rates they hereby invite the attention 
of the govèrnment to a scrutiny of 
their business and a control over it."

A fine "northwester" was blowing 
straight across the bay fróm Beverly 
to Cape Cod, and running before the 
wind the president's yacht Mayflower 
came flying across the water to be 
welcomed by a mighty array of the 
nation's naval power. 


Preparations for receiving" the crowd 
and 
the 
distinguished 
guests 
were 
completed last night and before the 
exercises today the fleet sent ashore 
two thousand of its sailors who formed 
along 
the 
streets 
from the 
wharf 
where the president landed at 
the 
grand stand. 


The principal act of the dedication 
Of the monument was the unveiling of 
a bronze tablet over thè door facing 
the harbor which was/given by Presi- 
dent Emeritus Charles W. Eliot, of 
Harvard. 


The town clock was striking nine 
when the Mayflower came around the 
little white beacon at the end of Long 
Point, and passed in between the lines 
of battleships. 


Eight Great Warships. 


Eight of the great warships 
were 
here to greet the president, the Con- 
necticut, Michigan, Mississippi, Idaho 
South Qarolina, Louisiana, Kansas and 
New Hampshire. 
As the Mayflower 
headed in the first gun boomed from 
the flagship Connecticut, followed by 
twenty-one guns from all the ships 
The sailors manned the rails and the 
entire ships' companies stood at at- 
tention. 


The Mayflower dropped anchor at 
the head of the line at 9:30 and Pres- 
ident Taft Immediately went on board 
the Connecticut, where he received the 
commanding officers of the fleet. The 
reception on the .Connecticut lasted for 
about half an hour and then the presi- 
dent started for shore. 


Mr. Taft's Address. 


President Taft's opening words a 
the dedication, of the Pilgrims' monu- 
ment were descriptive of the landing 
of the Pilgrims at Provincetown and 
the causes which drove them from 
England. 
He said: 
"^ere, two hun- 
dred and,ninety years ago, a band of 
one hundred Pilgrims, 
In 
a 'small, 
crowded and leaking vessel, first saw 
their new home. 
Other efforts had 
been made on the New England coast 
to found colonies for profit, but this 
was the flrst^ attempt made by men 
seeking political and religious inde- 
pendence to 
secure 
an 
asylum in 
America, where they might escape the 
fussy, meddling, narrow and tyranni- 
cal restraints imposed by the first of 
the Stuarts. 
Tl^ey were of the Yeo- 
manry of 
the 
farmer 
clasé. 
Their 
ministers were university bred men, 
but the rest were humble. God-fearing 
persons, who were avowed non-con- 
fcrmlsts and had been persecuted as 
such in their homes in the eastern part 
or England. 


"The spirit which prompted them 
to brave the sea, to land on this for- 
bidding coast in v,rinter and to live 
here, has .made the history of this 
country what it is. 


In War and in Peace. 
"It prompted and fought the revolu- 
tionary war. It welcomed and fought 
the civil war and has furnished the 
United States the highest Ideal* of 
moral life and political citizenship. 


"It Is meet therefore," the president 
said in conclusion, "that the United 
States as w^ell as the state of Massa- 
chusetts, should unite in placing here 
a memorial to the pilgrims. The war- 
ships that are here with their cannons 
to testify to iti national character typi- 
fy the strength of that government 
whose people have derived much from 
thè spirit and example of the heroic 
band.

Waltemath Is a former resident of 
Fort W&yne and conducted drugstores 
at various locations about the city, 
his last store having been at Gay and 
East Creighton avenue.

and the fact that he had never found 
time to learn to keep the postal ac- 
counts properly. 


Examination Disclosed Shortage. 
It was on July 21 that Inspector J. 
N. Hunter went to Hoagland to check 
up the Oflice, and his examination dls- 
cloiied a 
balance 
of 
1267.17 missing 
from the money order funds. 
Walte- 
math's bondsmen very promptly made 
good thè deficit, Waltemath was re- 
moved from office and the transition 
from the postmaster to an acting post- 
master was made without creating a 
great deal of excitement in the little 
town. 
Inquiry into the matter when 
Inspector Hunter made his report to 
the United States district attorney was 
followed by the issuance of a warrant 
for Waltemath's arrest. 


Waltemath, who had sold his busi- 
ness in Fort Wayne some time before, 
removed to Hoagland in AuHrust last, 
purchasing a drugstore in the village, 
ón October li last, he was commis- 
sioned as postmaster of the town, Suc- 
ceedlnjc J. A. Schannep, and the post- 
office occupied a part of the room In 
which

drugstore 
was 
located. 
Waltemath sold the store some weeks 
ago to Mr. Rupp, but had continued as 
postmaater until the action by the in- 
spector.

Des Moines, Iowa, Aug. 3.—In hiS' 
speech to the Iowa republican state 
convention today United States Sen- 
ator A. B. 
Cummins, 
as temporary 
chairman, delivered a notable defense 
of republican Insurgency, 
The speech 
was an exhaustive review of the pro- 
ceedings of the last session of con- 
gress and the legislative results. 
Senator Cummins' Speech. 
Senator Cummins spoke In part as 
follows; 


Gentlemen 
of 
the 
convention: 
Harmony Is like the poet. It IS born, 
not made. 
If -it is amongst us we 
will speedily hear its sweet sounds; 
but if it is not here, the effort to 
create it with deceitful protestations 
and false phrases will end in miser- 
able failure. There Is more discord 
in the suppression of honest convic- 
tion than in the . open, candid ex- 
pression of opposing views. 


This is not an âge of plain living, 
but it is an age 
of plain speaking 
- and therefore, "With malice toward 
none, and charity for all" I speak to 
you according to the truth as I see 
It, and according to my duty as I un- 
derstand it. ' 


This convention, although com- 
posed wholly of republicans. Is the 
outcome of a poiltlcdil struggle car- 
ried on with exceeding earnestness 
in every county of .the state.

conclous purpose is behind you and 
a clear obligation is before you.

As time passed on, however, there 
appeared a new factor in the Indus- 
trial and commercial life of the Uni- 
ted States, and the era of consolida- 
tion and monopoly began.

comprehend, business of ^11 kinds 
rushed into close union, and scat- 
tered capital was drawn into the 
strong embrace of trusts and cortsol-

Safe from the competition of other 
countries. It beCan^e ihe chief object 
of our manufâctUrèrB 
to 
destroy 
Competition In their own country. 
They accomplished their purpose so 
effectually thfl^t years ago in nearly 
every Important field of production 
prices ceased to be the result of the 
tim'e-honored laws of trade, and the 
power .of determining profits fell VflTty 
the hands either of a monopoly or 
an acknowledged master in protect- 
ed Industry. 


Then came, a demand for a revi- 
sioi^ of the tariff. It originated in 
the necessities of the people, and 
was«* founded upon the fundamental 
instinct for justice. Deprived of the 
fïafeguaTdi' which 
competition 
at 
home hadlTutnlfhed them,, the people 
knew, without reasoning 
upon it,

felt the.duUes should be so modified 
that thè ciyntinued Insistence upon 
unfair prices would expose our man- 
ufacturers to the correction of for- 
eign competition.

In this demand there was no dis- 
loyalty to the doctrine of protection, 
although for a short period the ben- 
eficiaries of excessive 
duties suc- 
ceeded in confusing the Issue. 


Standpatism Means Monopoly. 


It was then V that the standpatter 
adopted the name which 
he 
now 
bears, and his campaign 
cry was 
"Let well enough alone." The move- 
ment, however, was Irresistible and 
the republican .national 
convention 
of 1908 responding, not only with 
unanimity but with enthusiasm to 
the progressive 
sentiment 
of the 
rank and the file of the party, 'not 
only pledged the ijjcoming congress 
to a revision of the tariff,, but de- 
fined the doctrine of protection with 
a care and precision unknown to any 
former platform. 
It solemnly pre- 
scribed a rule with which to meas- 
ure Import duties, to the end that 
bofh producer and consumer, both 
capital and labor, might share In our 
prosperity. 
^ 


Upon this pledge, definition, and 
rule, we appealed to the country for 
the election of a republican presi- 
dent and a republican congress. The 
country, 
believing 
profoundly 
in 
maintaining our own industries, and 
reposing Implicit faith in the prom- 
ise that export duties would. In the 
revision to take place, be measured 
by the difference between the cost 
of production at home and abroad, 
elected a republican president and a 
republican congress. 


In redemption of the 
pledge 
so 
made, the president convened 
the 
new congress In special session, and 
it did revise the tariff. 


Some republicans, having done all 
they could to make the bill What it 
should have been, finally voted for U 
and I have jio word of censure for 
them, for they did what they be- 
lieved to be their duty. Some of us 
voted against the bill, and we make 
rio apology for our votes. 


Open Repudiation of Pledges. 


If there had been an honest at- 
tempt to fix duties according to the 
cost of production I might have 
yielded my view on the question of 
fact; but there was no such attempt 
and I, for one, refused to follow, and 
would refuse again to follow Aid- 
rich, Hale, Lodge, Cannon, Payne 
and Dalzell Into a sneering, contemp- 
tuous, open repudiation of my party 
platform. 


It is not a republican measure, al- 
though pased by republican votes 
for the men who are chiefly respon- 
sible for it thought more of swell- 
ing the overgrown fortunes of theii 
intimate friends than they thought 
of the party principles, the 
party 
pledge, or the welfare of a long suf- 
fering people. 


It Is said that the law has been 
successful from a revenue 
stand- 
point. This Is quite true; but it must 
be remembered that it Is very easy 
to enlarge the receipts at the custom 
houses. 
The democrats could have 
done that with their condemned and 
obsolete theory of a tariff for reve- 
nue only. 


It Is said that It has stimulated 
business. It may be that it has,' for 
the prize of enormous profits is ex- 
ceedingly tempting. 


Jt is claimed that the average tax 
upon dutiable imports is something 
like one per centum less than under 
the Dingley act. 
This may or may 
not be so, for I have learned to 
doubt the accuracy of tariff state- 
ments, but granting the truth of the 
statement, what a superb showing 
it is. 


We have revised the tariff in re- 
sponse to an overpowering republi- 
can sentiment, and have succeeded 
In taking oft about one-forty-second 
of 
the 
average 
imposition 
upon 
dutiable goods. 


Wipe Out the Blot. 


The logical, sensible thing to do is 
to correct our mistake—none but re- 
publicans can correct it—and under 
the Impulse of the sentiment, grow- 
ing now by leaps and bounds every- 
where, they will correct It and. leave 
the republican name and republican 
pledge without a stain In all its won- 
derful history. 


I am profoundly" of the opinion 
that in the body of the" party there 
is but little conflict of opinion. 
At 
heart the raiik and file of the party 
are of one mind, and 
when 
the 
clouds of prejudice, misunderstand- 
ing and misinformation lift theje will 
be a better and truer vision of im- 
pending issues and Important ques- 
tions. 


On both sides those who speak 
and act for the party will be judged 
in the flna,l tribunal of the people; 
from that judgment there is no ap- 
peal and to It we must all yield im- 
plicit obedience.

THE SQUARE DEAL. 


The republican party was not bom 
make men rich, it was born to 
make men free. 
It cannot survive 
upon the feasts of millionaires, it 
must live at the plain table of com- 
mon men. Riches are not to be de- 
spised; but wealth should be the in- 
cident of a Justly order^ed society 
and not the chief object of govern- 
ment. 


Full employment for everybody, 
fair distribution to everybody, pro- 
tection for the weak and a check 
upon the strong—these ought to be 
the watchwords of the party.

than modern warfare tolerates pois- 
oned bullets. The nation was found- 
ed upon the assumption that In full, 
free and fair competition each man 
would receive his just dues.

It must be manifest. ,how-

:: MANY STAINS CAN 
BE REMOVED BY 
SIMPLE METHODS 


Luke Warm Water and Good 
White Soap aro Often All 
That Is Necessary. 


Pretty frocks are apt to pick up soil 
from grass and- stains from fruit in 
summer, and though white may be re- 
stored to its original condition, this «s 
not always the case when the material 
is in dainty colorings. 


It is not generally known that luke- 
warm Water and a little good white 
soap will remove many different .«tains 
if thè remedy is applied in time. From 
personal experience 1 have found that 
new paint will disappear if the ma- 
terial stDined i.<? rubbed together ex- 
actly as cne might wash-goods. I once 
stood close to a large piliar that had 
just been painted a light yellow and 
transferred most of the paint to a long 
brown 
broadcloth 
wrap. 
I was 
in 
despair, but a man standing by simply 
rubbed and rubbed until not a trace of 
stain was evident. 
No agent beyond 
the ruWbing was used, but the paint 
must be taken before It is dry. 


Acid stains will usually respond to 
ah alkali treattaent. 
One part of am- 
monia, 
borax 
or washing 
soda 
to 
twenty parts of water are the proper 
proportions. 


A stain caused by an alkali may be 
neutrilllzed with one part citric acid, 
vinegar or lemon Juice to twenty part.«» 
of water. 


In both cases chloroform will usu- 
ally restore the original color, suppos- 
ing colored goods have been treated. 
One should keep away frorrt the Are 
during th® process. 


Drops of blood should be 
treated 
with soap and warm water first and 
then be cOVéred with a paste made of 
raw corn starch, exposing it to the 
«un for some hours. 
It may'then be' 
brushed off and the spot washed again. 


Stains from coffee, tea or chocolate 
should first bf» treated with hot water 
If the goods can stand it. If obstinate 
the stain, should be soaked In glycerine. 
A stain of this kind on silk should be 
treated with glycerine mixed with cold 
water. 


In the case of fruit stains on colored 
fabrics apply equal parts of glycerine 
and alcohol. Allow the solution to dry 
and then rinse in warm water. In the 
case "tSf white goods JaTeile water is a 
suré—and 
if carefully done-r-a per- 
fectly safe remedy for fruit, atains. • 
Though I have tiven. directions for 
— J'' 
! 


making this water before, the numbei 
of Inquiries from correspondents leadj 
me to believe a repetition will be wel- 
come. 


Take one part of chloride of limi 
and ten parts water. 
Then one pari 
of 
washing soda, 
dissolved in 
four 
parts of water. 
Allow this to settle, 
then pour oft the clear fluid into a jar 
or bottle, throwing away the sediment. 
When needed for use. heat well, and 
lay in the goods to be bleached. 


Rinse In several waters, and if the 
fabric is very sheer, it might be well 
to rinse finally in a solution of hypo- 
sulphite of soda, one part, and water, 
ten parts. 
This is to neutralize the 
effect of the lime, which, if left in the 
fabric, might Injure its strength. 


Stains caused by orange or lemon 
juice will usually respond to an appli- 
cation of one part ammonia to twenty 
parts of water. 
This is good In the 
case of either white or colored fabrics. 


Grass stains on white goods may be 
removed bj' covering them with mo- 
lasses, and some people use the same 
remedy on colors. 
In my opinion. Just 
keeping the stains wet with alcohol is 
the 
better 
plan, 
afterward 
gently 
sponging with a little warm water and 
soap. 


A freshly made Ink stain will disap- 
pear if treated with hot milk, and until 
this is ready the spot should be cov- 
ered with salt, which will absorb a 
good deal of the ink. 
For old ink 
«tains use ink eradicator. 


Stains caused by wine will general- 
ly disappear if covered with salt, but 
If obstinate they should be treated as 
directed for fruit. 


Rust stains on white goods are not 
difCicult to remove. 
"They may safely 
be steeped in a solution of citric acid 
one 
pajt and water 
twenty 
parts. 
Whenthe rust marks haVe disappeared 
the goods should be v.-ashed In warm 
water. 


So far as I know there is no home 
remedy for removing rust stains from 
delicately colored fabrics. 
The acid 
treatment as for white goods will re- 
move the rust, but the coIOT comes 
away also. 
Sometimes an application 
of chloroform will restore the color, 
and I have had a little success with a 
solution of ammonia and water, but 
not sufficient to consider either a com- 
plete success. 
I know of a man who 
can remove rust from colored gooda 
without destroying the color, but he is 
a professional and, of course, does not 
care to diyiilge the secret.

We 
probably 
think 
more 
of 
our 
troubles 
than 
of 
all 
other 
subjects 
put together. 
And we probably think 
less clearly and come to less satisfac- 
tory conclusions 
upon 
this subject 
than upon all other subjects put to- 
gether; the reason being that we are 
so personally identified with the prob- 
lem, the personal equation is s6 much 
ill evidence, that we find it Impossible 
to thing pur way through. 
So that the 
more 
we brood and 
meditate 
and 
mourn, the deeper we find ourselves 
in the mire of despondency and 
the 
less light shines 
upon 
the 
troubled 
)»athway which stretches out before. 
I wish to call your earnest attention 
this great exhortation of the Apostle 
teter addressed to every heart that be- 
lieves in the Lord Jesus and to every 
heart that has 
not yet 
experienced 
that .wonderful joy. 
"Casting all your 
care upon him, for he careth for you." 


This Life an Imperfect One. 
Definition is out of place in a medi- 
tation of this kind. 
But there are one 
or two facts which we must keep in 
mind continually, if we are to under- 
stand the meaning of our own sorrows 
and burdens, and if we are to Jind a 
way out. 


First of all, never forget that there 
is something wrong with this world in 
which we live. 
A man cannot be per- 
fect unless he is in a perfect environ- 
ment. 
You may have a stanch ship, 
and, if you send it out into the wild 
winds and tempests and tides of the 
sea, it may be battered to pieces. 
It 
cannot remain perfect, unless it has a 
perfect environment. 
You may 
have 
a perfect man physically, but he will 
not remain so in this particular world, 
because there is a vast, grinding, pro- 
gressive energy at work which drives 
all living organisms forward upon the 
flood of time until they weaken, until 
they lose their grasp upon the source 
of perfect power and poise and health, 
and, by and by, are broken and ab- 
sorbed back into the elements whence 
they came. 
No 
man 
has 
perfect 
knowledge; 
perfect experience; 
per- 
fect peace; perfect purity; perfect vic- 
tory over his life. 
If you are looking 
for a perfect man, do not follow further 
on that particular quest, for you are 
wasting your time. 
If you are looking 
for perfection 
In 
your 
own 
nature, 
cease to search at once, for you will 
never be perfect so long as you are a 
citizen of an imperfect world. 
Now, 
let us accept the fact. 
Accept it, and 
make It the basis of your entire phil- 
osophy of life. -It will remove at one 
touch a vast proportion of the irrita- 
tion, disappointment and gloom 
that 
haunts our minds in the presence of 
conscious imperfection within and evi- 
dent 
imperfection 
without. 
That is 
the first thought. 


The Divine Responsibility. 
The second thought is greater still: 
God 
accepts 
responsibility 
for 
this 
world. 
I love to dwell on that idea. 


the young teet passing down the path- 
way to school or out Into the world. 
"He careth for you." 
You pass away 
from 
your 
home. 
You " go to 
your 
school or college. 
You get out Into 
this, great terrific world of ours, and 
men do not care much about you. They 
have 
troubles 
of 
their 
own. 
They 
cannot lie awake a t night 
worrying 
over you. 
They have their own dif- 
ficulties;. 
and you must face your 
fight 
and bear your burden and quit your- 
self like a man. 
But you can always 
be sure of 
one. thing, 
that, If 
your 
father and mother are living, they will 
never have care enough of their own to 
forget 
you; and 
somewhere in 
the 
world, when your night is darkest and 
your way is hardest, you can be abso- ! 
lutely certain that if you should waik j 
up the 
pathway of 
your home, 
you; 
would have the same sympathy- and 
the same love and the same care. 
It 
is something like that, that this man 
is 
trying 
to 
tell 
us 
this 
morning: 
"Casting all your cores upon him, for 
he careth for you." 


^his 
does not mean that God ex- 
pects to do it all, for he haa created 
us to be workers together with him. 
We have recently read a noble utter- 
ance upon this point delivered by Mr. 
Roosevelt before a great university In 
Paris. 
I read those words of his with 
profound gratitude that a man in his 
particular position and at this particu- 
lar time could give with such evidentj 
sincerity utterance 
to such 
thoughts 
of life. 
We may not agree with his 
opinion that life is a swashbuckling af- 
fair of 
fighting, 
but most of us have 
our battles. 
Some may 
slip through 
life without the hard knocks that the 
rest of the world has to take into ita 
bosom. 
Let us not be too sure. 
Your 
turn may come, when the fibre of your 
manhood may be tested and you have 
to fane the fight and quit yourself like 
a man. 
Do not for a moment imagine 
that when we say God cares for us, he 
therefore ceases to be God. 
He will 
not lift from our shoulders anj- burden 
that we can carry for ourselves. 
He 
will not unravel for us any problem 
which it is our function to unravel for 
ourselves. 
He will not remove from 
our path any difficulty which we can 
remove for ourselves. 
God loves us, 
and he would fain see to it that we 
develop into robust manhood and- wo- 
manhood 
by burden-bearing and 
by 
overcoming even to the uttermost. 
He 
careth for us too much to take from 
us the dicipline and pain of our con- 
scious exi.stence. 


The Folly of Foreboding. 


But the kind of caro that is dealt 
with in this 
verse is different 
from 
that. 
God bless the men and women 
who are facing their fight. We do not 
alwaj's get into the newspapers, and 
if we do we usually get in wrong now- 
adays. 
We never perhaps are written 
down among the heroes arid heroines 
of the world; but we have our bur- 
den, our probltBi; and we go quietly 
forward and handle it the best way 
we can every day. 
God bless all men 
and women of whom that can truthful- 
ly be said: 
They are the very salt of 


Sometimes 
we 
put 
them 
on 
our 
friends. 
I would not discourage that. 
W h a t la the use of a friend If he can- 
not help you? 
There are som^ trou- 
bles that, are Imaginary, with which 
we torture ourselves and our friends. 
I would not recommend that we make 
this general. 
But there are other bat- 
tles that are genuine, when you 
do 
your friend the grreatest honor In the 
world by taking him into your confi- 
dence. He will stand by you when you 
need him. 
You will stand by him if he 
needs you. 
That Is what I mean by 
friendship. 
And I think I learned It 
from Jesus. 


Now, sometimes the people who are 
friends say "No," as m y friends have 
often said to me. 
None the less Is a 
friend a friend on that a,ccM3unt. 
But 
that la not what Peter Is telling us. 
He tells us»to cast all« our. care upon 
God, and.he gives us the reason: 
Be- 
cause God cares for us. ^ How shall I 
do that? Last night I was In a com- 
pany of gentlemen In this city—cul- 
tivated gentlemen—^and 
one of 
them 
told us a little story about his own 
life. 
He was a lawyer, the son of an 
Episcopal preacher. 
His father was 
very anxious to have him become a 
minister, but he wanted to be a law- 
yer. 
He entered that profession and 
became successful. 
He married a lit- 
tle girl who was a member of the Con- 
gregational church. 
In the city where 
he lived there was a preacher lifting- 
up his voice in the n^me of Jesus. And 
this little wife became deeply burden- 
ed for her brilliant young husband. 
She 
asked him if he would kneel down be- 


side her and pray. 
He was very much 
annoyed, and went away angry. 
He 
caii^a back,_ however, to his home the 
next night. 
She said, "Can I pray?" 
He saia, VYes." 
They knelt down to^ 
gether, and there, In his home, he wa»' 
aupematurally converted 
and 
called 
Into the ministry; and, on his knees 
beside his wife, he gave his life to God 
for all the future, gave it, cast It upon 
God, for all the future. 
He went back 
to his office, closed up his business in 
a few months, went away to Oberlln 
college and became a preacher of the 
gospel. 
Today he occupies a position 
of commanding Influence In this coun- 
try, not in the regular ministry, but 
at the head of a great advance" move- 
ment for the betterment of mankind. 
And he said that from the moment he 
knelt beside his wife in their; home to 
this moment, he was conscious. that 
he had given his life into the care of 
God; and "the most of the decisions of 
his life after that, were made for him. 
This is the first step in casting your 


care upon God; surrender to him your 
llfe^ In Its entirety, 
without 
reserve 
root and branch and blossoni and fruit 
for time and for eternity. 
Then he 
will make most of the decisions that 
are worth while In your existence. And 
the secondary things left for you to do 
he will give you light aUd leading in 
the doing of them, and your heart will 
be a t peace. ;'Thou wilt keep him in 
perfect" peace whose' mind Is stayed on 
thee, because he 
trusteth 
In thee." 
Trust ye in the Lord forever, for In the 
Lord Jehovah is everlasting peace and 
•power. 


You have daily experiences besides 
this more general one, and you will 
have to take your own way in casting 
your care upon God. 
That way is de- 
termined by your nature. 
You 
per- 
haps will suffer, and hold the secret In 
your heart away from your loved ones, 
until it almost 
breaks 
your 
heart. 
Then In prayer, in méditation, or in 
some act, or voice, or message, you will 
surrender your life lii that crisis' to 


him. 
Those secondary and partlculaz 
experiences are yours, not mine. They 
belong to you. They are sacred t o you. 
You know what they are. 
I only beg 
you this morning, troubled heart, to 
cast all your cares upon God. 
Give It 
all over to 
him—fancy, 
f e a j ^ vast 
bulks and shapes moving In tHie gloom 
that affright your spirit. 
Turn your 
face to God, and remember, that path- 
way yonder over which you must pass 
i.-. alive with his presence. 


Our Father, teach us In the depths 
of our hearts the meaning of these 
sweet words. 
Keep us from bearing 
these burdens and anxieties that eat 
up joy and undermine faith an^ quench 
hope. Teach us how to cast them upon 
thee, thou good God and Father of us 
all. 
May we be humble-minded like 
little children, avoiding the pride and 
self-consciousness that lead t o failure 
and separate from t h e e ; , a n d may we 
turn, like little children, to our Father 
and trust him, for his name's sake.

soon to echo 
their 
songs of praise. 
It will not be long 
ere witSin the structure which is to 
be the Cathedral of St. John the Di- 
vine will be a great auditorium, where 
five 
thousand persons may ^ e e t 
in 
worship. 


Fruition of many years of labor and 
of persistent propaganda is represent- 
ed In the gray pile which is taking 
form on the. Heights beneath 
which 
lies the 
green of 
Morningside 
park: 


The 
project was 
broached two 
de- 
cades ago 
and the 
cornerstone 
was 
laid in 1892. 
The generosity of 
the 
EplscopaJIans of 
the diocese of 
New 
York has well maintained the enter- 
prise, and the first arch, which for so 
long stood like a solitary 
monument 
marking where the cathedral is to be. 
Is now 
concealed 
within a 
compact 
structure. 
The 
last 
flying 
buttress 
which is to help it sustain the weight 
of the great tower is being built and 
before long the time worn timbers be- 
neath the keystone will be removed. 


Visitors are how able to see thé out- 
lines of the cathedral and to realize 
the extent of the plan which la being 
carried out day by day before the eyes 
of thousands 
of citizens. 
Donations 


from 
prominent 
laymen 
have 
made 
possible the completion of the croslng 
by a year from next November. Arches 
identical 
with 
the 
one 
which 
New 
York has seen for so long are being 
raised, and 
on them 
Is to rest 
the 
apire, which is to be 425 feet above the 
ground, the fourth highest tower of its 
kind In the world. 


As soon , as these arches are 
finished 
a temporary roof will be placed over 
them 
above 
which 
further 
building 
operations 
may. be 
conducted. 
The 
choir and crosing combined will give 
space twice as ample as the largest 
city churches. 
The organ for the ca- 
thedral la now being built in Boston, 
and arrangements are being made for 
instariing it, when services are begun 
in the crosinig. 
The training of the 
chorus is even now under way, so that 


when the structure is 
finished 
there 
may be impressive song aervices. 


The choir, with its tall columns and 
vaulted roof, is an impressive 
place 
even in, Itself, is an impressive place 
the crosing. 
The vault is "to bear a 
mosaic 
and 
gilt emblematic 
picture, 
which will be far above the high altar. 
Viewed, from the outside, the crosing 
and choir, merged in a structure now 
so near completion, present an impres- 
sive sight. 
The figures of the Twelve 
Apostles, 
which 
were 
recently 
com- 
pleted in the studio of Gutzon Borgium, 
a well known sculptor, give the 
finish- 
ing touch to the ecclesiastical, exterior. 


These statues are nine and one-half 
feet in height and are placed in con- 
cave openings seventy-five feét from 
the ground. 
In their treatment 
the 
figures differ essentially from the con- 
ventional 
forms. 
The Apostles 
bear 
the symbols by which they are known, 
such as St. Peter with the key, but 
they are religious men 
rather 
than 
copiea of the conceptions which paint- 
ers and sculptors of the past had of 
what 
these first followers of 
Christ 
ought to be like. 
There is an air of 
ruggedness and force, as well as of de- 
votion and 
repose, 
in theae 
figures, 
which represent the ideal of the re- 
ligious life. 
The faces are serious and 
thoughtful, and there is about them an 
ineffable spirituality which the skill of 
the sculptor has made evident through 
the medium of stone. 


The statues 
were 
raised to their 
places, without 
serious 
mishap, 
al- 
though St. Andrew had a narrow es- 
cape. 
The tackle slipped as he was 
being raised to his niche and his left 
arm was broken. 
The damage was, 
however, repaired in such a way that 
It could hardly 
be 
noticed, and the 
tv/elve apostles are 
safely in 
their 
abiding places, where they are likely 
to remain for many a year. 


It will not be long before the Bel- 
mont chapel will be open, as the altar 
Is now being set in place. 
It is ex- 
pected that the chapel, known On the 
plan as "St. Saviour's," will be ready 
for services nesiit October. 
The ad- 
joining chapel of St. Columba, known 
also as the King memorial, is rapidly 
nearlng completion 
and 
the 
antique 
stained glass windows are now being 
set. 
Each of these chapels will hold 
about one hundred and fifty persons 
and may be used for services where 
only a limited number of worshippers 
can be present. 


In their decoration, carvings and ap- 
pointments they are gems of architec- 
ture. 
The plan of the cathedral pro- 
vides for other chapels, ranged in a 
semi-circle about the chancel end of 
the structure. 


These smaller 
pieces 
of worship, 
known 
as 
"The 
Temples 
of 
the 
Tongues," 
are 
intended 
to 
present 
the various racial elements of the dio- 
cese. 
They recognize the recent im- 
migrants as well as serve as monu- 
ments to the part which' the various 
nationalities have had In the diocese. 


Belmont chapel, 
of 
St. 
Saviour's, 
represents the Oriental rite. 
St. Co- 
lumba chapel is the Scotch, 
Welsh, 
Irish and English; the Italian chapel, 
dedicated to St. Ambrose, is- for the 
Italians; 
the chapel of the 
Gallcian 
rite. In which the Huguenots are In- 
terested, Is to the honor of St. Martin, 
and the chapel of the Mozarbic rite 
recognizes the Spanish, and their pa- 
tron saint Is St. James. 
^The chapel 
of the Scandinavian rite, to be known 
also as the chapel of the Swedes, is to 
the honor of St. Ansgarius, while the 
German rite chapel commemorates St. 
Boniface. 


Although In architecture the Cathe- 
dral of St. John the Divine Is distinct 
tive and represents modern American 
art, it follows the traditions of 
ca- 
thedral building to some extent. 
In a 
general way It may be termed round 
arched Gothic. 
The most conspicuous 
feature of the 
cathedral 
will be Its 
central tower. The westerly tower will 
be 245 feet high. 
Thè total Interior 
length of the structure is to be 525 
feet. 
The choir is 120 feet long and 
118 feet in height. 
The dome will be 
252 feet high; 
The cathedral so f a r 
has cost nearly $3.000,000, and it Is 
estimated that its total cost will be 
$10,000.000. 
The time of its comple- 
tion d e ^ n d s upon 
the facility with 
which funds "are provided.

And we need not wait for fire or flood 
or shipwreck

bring 
opportunities 
for heroic unselfishness. 
It is hardest 
of all to be heroic in the dally hum- 
drum. 
To save the bodies 
of 
men 
from danger is a noble service in which 
many a rough 
fireman, 
many a fear- 
less lifesaver has fulfilled some "part 
at least of the purpose of his life; but 
to save boys and young m e n ' a n d girls 
and women from a selfish and there- 
fore a sinful life artd enlist 
them, 
with ourselves, in the glad service of 
making the world happier and better, 
that is a complete fulfillment of the 
plan of God for our lives. 
And to do 
this, not in old age alone, but all our 
days, is itself a supreme reward. 
Saved Not by Merit but by Mercy. 
But the most distinctive teaching of 
this parable undoubtedly is that God 
welcomes to his service even the tardy 
and undeserving, who do not accept

washing of regeneration and the 
re- 
newing of the Holy Ghost." 


A 
poor 
feeble-minded 
fellow, 
who 
had hardly sense enough to live, to 
whom salvation had come as to a little 
child, applied for membership In the 
church. 
The elders were very doubt- 
ful whether he understood the plan of 
salvation sufficiently. 
He was puzzled 
by 
their 
theological 
questions, 
but 
again and again he answered: 


I am a poor sinner and nothing at all. 
But Jesus Christ is my all and In all. 


It was the whole plan of salvation in 
a sentence, and he won his way by his 
firm 
grrip on those two great funda- 
mentals, his own unworthlness and the 
worthiness of Christ.

"When the government gave the In- 
dians allotments of land to live upon

agreed to sell the surplus lands and 
give the proceeds to the Indians that

build homes. 
It was not contemplated

should 
be turned over to third parties for per- 
forming merely perfunctory service. It 
would be absurd for the 
government 
even if It sold the land to turn over 
to the Indians so vast a sum as $30,- 
000,000 without restrictions. 


"The Indians probably will be wards 
of the government for a long time 
to 
come and while the land will be sold 
in accordance with treaty 
provisions 
will be made for elimination of third 
party 
interest."

Senator Gore appeared before 
the 
special investigating commiyte 
which 
convened here today as a direct re- 
sult of charges made by h i n ^ l n 
the 
United States senate on June z9. 


Gore Tell« Hi« Story. 
When called upon by the chairman 
of the committee, Charles H. Burke, of 
South Dakota, to testify Senator Gore 
told his story. 


"In 1908," said Senator' Gore, "Pres- 
ident Roosevelt refused to give his ap- 
proval to certain coniracts which Mc- 
Murray had secured with the Indians 
as tribes. 
Under the law the 
con- 
tracts made with tribes of 
Indians 
were not valid until approved by the 
president. 
In the: same year McMur- 
ray procured 
contracts 
individually' 
with about loiopo of the Indians where- 
by the Indians wer/i to give 10 per cent 
of the gross receipts in the sale of their 
lands. ^McMurray came to my office at 
Washington and wanted mè^ to supr 
^ort his contracts. 
I told him I would 
not 'do so, but on the other hand, I 
theught it would be absurd for the 
Indians to pay that vast sum of .money 
for service which th« government was 
in duty bound to perform, 
^he Mc- 
Murray Interests then went to Preii- 
dejit Roosevelt and I ^ n t a telegram 
to the, president urging him not to a'p-:

fee for somebody.' 


"He, then explained he wanted 
me 
to withdraw my bill or at least have 
it reported unfavorably.

and agree not to press 
the measure 
'There will be $25.000 in It for you— 
or perhaps $50,000 if yot^ want It,' said 
Hammon.

Crvager Was Appreaohed. 


Senator Gore said Congressman C 
E. Creager, representative of the Third 
Oklahoma district had been approached 
in connection iwth the bribery offer. 


"Mr. Creager told me so," said Sen- 
ator Gore. 


"He also told me to go ahead and 
make 
these charges 
and he 
would 
stand by me giving his testimony." 


•When the committee adjourr^ed at 
noon Senator Gore was still on the 
stand. 


Senator Gore at the afternoon ses- 
sion declared 
he had been 
Informed 
that an employe of the department of 
justice a t Washington was "interest- 
ed" in the McMurray contracts. 
The 
senator declined to give 
the 
name 
either of his informant or of the gov- 
ernment employe who 
was 
"inter- 
ested." 


When 
the 
special 
committee 
con- 
vened today Senator Gore announced 
he was prepared to give 
additional 
details to the charge of 
attempted 
bribers' which he made in the United 
States senate June 24. 


Big Rak«-Off th« Stake. 


Senator Gore said he was ready to 
name the individuab who, he said, of- 
fered him and a member of the house 
of representatives 
each 
$25,000 
to 
withdraw all ppposition to the scheme 
whereby $3,000,000 would be paid for 
/"attorneys' 
fee^" 
This 
latter 
sum, 
he had previously declared, represent 
ed 10 per cent of an amount which a 
New York syndicate was prepared to 
pay for coal and asphalt lands now 
belonging to the Indians. 
The 10 per 
cent, or $3,000;X)00, was to be paid in 
conformity with contract« made indi- 
vidually with 10,1000 Indians, provided 
the contracts would receive the ap- 
proval of congress. 


"As a matter of fact," Senator Gore 
said today previous to the opening of 
the investigation, "the government al- 
ready had guaranteed to sell the lands 
for the Indians without the 
expense 
of any attorney«' fees and it would be 
absurd for congress to sanction 
the 
McMurray contracts." 


Land I« Worth $160,000,000, 


The land 
involved includes 450,000 
acres in the Choctaw and 
Chickasaw 
nations and according to the geologi 
cal survey the mineral deposits therein 
are worth $160,000,000. 


J. F. McMurray, of McAlister, Okla., 
announcejS threùgh his counsel that he 
would contend that the contracts were 
valid without the sanction of congress 
and that he was unaware of any brib- 
ery having been offered. . It is the pur- 
pose of the committee, according to 
Congressman Burke, of South Dakota, 
the chairman, to visit various parts of 
Oklahoma to secure evidence bea^rlng 
on Senator Gore's charge«.

clared that the purpose of the mani-

was peaceful.

part were to be unarmed.

called off the manifestation in order to 
prevent bloodshed.

SAME TROUBLE IN PORTUGAL. 


Lisbon, Aug. 8.—Portugal, like Spain, 
is almost on the verge of an open rup- 
ture with the Vatican, due among other 
causes 
to friction 
over the 
govern- 
mental censure of the Roman Catholic 
archbishop of Braga, for suppressing 
a 
Portuguese 
Franciscan 
newspaper 
without submitting the order to the 
Portuguese government for approval.

At the same time the Vatican has 
been raising difficulties about refilling 
the diplomatic vacancy caused by the 
death of Senor Martins D'Antas, the 
Portuguese ambassador to the Vatican. 
The Portuguese government retaliated 
by deciding t o allow the post remain 
vacant for the present and the min- 
ister of justice has drafted a bill pro- 
viding for a civil register of 
births, 
deaths and marriages. 
As this threat- 
ens a large source o f ' income to the 
clergy, a big meeting of ecclesiastics 
was held here today to protest.

Republican« Active. 
Danger also threatens the 
govérn- 
ment from the side of the republicans 
on account of the refusal of the king 
to redeem the promise made' by the 
government of an amnesty for political 
offenders. Including the

The government has been trying to' 
appease the republicans by appointing 
prominent members of the p^rty to Im- 
portant positions in the provinces.

reformatory. 
The superintendent asked the attorney 
generaly if an institution continues to 
have jurisdiction over the conduct of a 
person given

suspended sentence, 
after the minimum term has txpired, 
if the judge fails to revoke the sen- 
tence 
finally. 


The deputy attorney general main- 
tains that in such cases it is the duty 
of the institution having charge of the 
conduct of a person who receives a 
suspended sentence to notify the clerk 
of the local court of the person's de- 
meanor during the minimum term, and, 
if favorable, it is then the duty of the 
local judge, with this information in 
.mind, to revoke the sentence and no- 
tify the institution to that effect.

Gains can be made on good pasture 
as low as one cent a pound in this 
way and that Is cheap feeding.

Wether lambs can be had at reason- 
able prices. 
They can be turned into 
very good profit on all of the f a r m s 
that have clover pasture or alfalfa. 
If put on second growth clover along 
in late August or September for two 
months and then fed alfalfa and corn 
or alfalfa alone they should put on 
from 40 to 50 pounds before going to 
the Christmas market. 
,- Many farmers sell their lambs half

because

.clover for seed or leave it for other 
•^to.ck during late fall and early winter 
>inonths. 
There 
is 
certainly 
mora 
money 
in pasturing

half its value is lost. 


A good plan is to turn the lambs 
into the corn field after the corn is 
mature—they will find a lot of grass 
and tender weeds that have sprung up 
during the last cultivation and 
they 
will also eat all the leaves of the corn 
as high as they can reach.

occasional stalk and eat the corn, it is

R e p e sowed In 'the corn at the last 
ycultivation is another source of cheap 
"forage for sheep. 
Rape in small grain 
makes a wonderful growth after the 
grain is harvested and is second only 
to clover as a pasture crop for sheep. 
It also makes a good growth

potatoes 
or 
buckwheat

harvested. 
In states where these two 
crops are grown extensively this point 
Is worth considering.

of the most Important if not the most 
important part of the 
business. 


If one Is unable to visit the 
big 
markets one should write to commis- 
sion merchants and ask for all the 
Information possible regarding 
what 
is wanted in the way of selecl'on and. 
packing of fruit and vegetables. Com-- 
mission dealers would .rather 
handle 
good, salable stuff than poorly packed 
and unsightly produce, and a r e 
al- 
ways ready t o help , rowers to pre- 
sent . their products in the most at-- 
tractl/e manner. 


It is also a good plan for amateur 
growers, 
who 
have 
not 
shipped . to 
the general markets, to first visit the 
farms of successful growers and learn 
by observation iiow produce 
should 
be picked, graded, and packed in or- 
der to bring the best prices. 


Uniformity is the chief requirement 
to be 
considered 
and 
vegetables 
shou: I always be sent to market uni- 
form in condition, quality and gener- 
al appearance.

with good fruit and vegetables, but it 
is the poorly developed, unevenly rip- 
ened 
and 
badly 
selected 
products 
that injure the sale of the better ar- 
ticles. 


Produce of all kinds should be sort- 
ed so that in each package the speci- 
mens are as nearly aliku as possible. 
The efficient grader has in mind the 
appearance 
of 
the 
whole 
package 
and 
not 
the 
individual 
speclmerv. 


Many growers make the mistake of 
allowing their vegetables to 
become 


too rip« before picking, and as a re- 
sult the produce, which looks fresh 
enough 
in the garden 
reaches 
the 
market overripe and often decayed. 


Overripe vegetables should 
always 
be sold in a m a r k e t which can 
be 
reached within a very short, time af- 
ter leaving the f a r m and very 
ripe 
vegetables 
should 
be 
consumed 
a t 
honr > or canned. 


All vegetables should be thorough- 
ly cool and dry before being packed. 
Heat and moisture promote decay and 
this of course means >-)ss. 
This is . of 
the greatest importance and must not 
be neglected if the grower would get 
the best prices for his produce. 


A loosely packed barrel or box, af- 
ter having bfeen transferred by wag- 
on to railroad and from the city sta- 
tion to the market-place again by a 
wagon, will reach the buyer in a very 
unattractive condition. 
The contents 
will settle and shrink as a result of 
the jarring, and the package will be 
only partially full.

must not be packed too tightly or it 
will also be bruised and crowded out 
of shape.

package of honest fruits or vegetables 
in uniform well-constructed 
packag- 
es need not fear that the money spent 
for attractive labels will be wastbd. 


CHARCOAL FOR POULTRY 


Charcoal is one of the best stomach 
correctives that can be given to man 
or beast and is a necessity for health- 
ful chicken raising. 
When soft feed 
in the way of mashes are fed to the 
fowls, cJiarcoal is very essential, for it 
corrects any tendency of the food to 
sour and greatly assists the process of 
digestion. It has been proven that all 
poultry will grow and fatten faster and 
the meat will be more delicious in fla- 
vor when charcoal is fed to them reg- 
ularly; in fact, in all the larg-e fatten- 
ing plants charcoal is regularly fed to 
all the fowls in the fattening coops'. 
Charcoal 
can be 
purchased 
at 
any 
poultry supply house, but can easily be 
manufactured at home. 
If you burn 
wood In 
your 
stove, 
there 
will 
be 
plenty of charcoal in the ashes to feed 
a large flock of fowls, if you don't burn 
wood, take some corn cobs and put in 
the oven till they are thoroughly char- 
red. 
Corn 
and 
cobs 
may 
also 
be 
partly charred at times and fed to the 
hens with profit. 


THINNED OUT THE TREES. 


A farmer writes from Salina county, 
Nebra-ska: 
"Our apple orchard is on 
thin land 
and 
was 
badly 
neglected 
when we bought the place. 
After two 
years of heavy applications of stable 
manure we made 
that 
old 
orchard 
yield at the rate of 1500 bushels of ap- 
ples per acre in one year."

were so close together, however, and

bull by the horns and cut out every 
other tree and are going to have splen- 
did results this year."

There are so many beautiful vines 
amonjr annuals, perennials and hardy 
vineo that it is hard to decide, if the 
choic. 
is at 
all 
restricted. 
If 
you 
wish to blot out an old building, cov- 
er it with vines. 
If you dislike the 
necessary fence, turn it into a thing 
of beauty by planting vines along its 
lengt'i. 


A . dead 
tree renews its youth 
if 
vines are allowed to clothe its branch- 
es. 
Let vines shade the porch 
and 
thus make It a cool and leafy retreat 
from the summers' sun. 
Curtain the 
shutterless south window with vines 
and let them grow about the 
home 
wherever posisble. 


The back fence may be hidden by 
vines and the sides of a steep terrace 
or bank may be transformed into a 
thing of beauty by planting trailers 
along the top.—Josephine 
DeMarr.

by ai..plylng summer m a n u r e to the 
thin spots on the meadow or newly 
seeded grass land immediately after 
harvesting. 


The m a n u r e not 
only 
furnishes 
plant food to the grass and 
clover 
but it acts as a mulch and 
protects 
the 
tiny 
plants 
from the 
sun 
and 
neat. 


When m a n u r e Is applied to grass 
land great care should be exercised 
in spreading if the work is done by 
hand and when a m a n u r e 
spreader 
is u«ed ten loads an aero is sufflcient 
to secure maximum results. 


One great mistake we m a k e In the 
management 
of 
our 
grass 
lands 
Is 
that of cutting the stubble too close 
and allowing the hot sun 
to - burn 
every trace of organic matter out of 
the surface of the soil. 


Grass roots must 
have 
protection 
from the hot summer sun and winter 
frosts If good meadows are 
secured 
and maintained f r o m year to year. 


In cutting small grain crops It will 
bo" much better for the seeding it the 
grain Is cut si* or eight inches high 
leaving the stubble to protect 
t h e 
grass or clover plants f r o m the rays 
of the sun.

USE OF THE ROAD DRAG 


The surface of the average 
coun- 
try road should 
be covered in 
one 
round 
with 
the 
drag. 
One 
horse 
should be driven on the inside of the 
wheel 
track , and 
thè other 
on 
the 
outside, the drag being set, by means 
of the chain, so that it is r,unning at 
an angle of about 
45 degrees 
with 
the wheel track, and working toward 
the center of the road. 
In the spring 
when 
the roads are more likely 
to 
be rutty and soft it is generally better 
to go over the road twice or more. 


The 
drag should 
be 
floored 
with 
boards which are separated by open 
spaces of sufficient width so that the 
dirt 
which 
falls 
over 
will 
rattle 
through. 
" 


On 
roads 
with 
heavy 
traffic 
the 
drag should 
be used 
much 
oftener 
and with more care than on 
roads 
with light traffic. 


The 
distance .from 
the 
drag 
at 
which the^team is hitched affects..the 
cutting. 
A long hitch 
permits 
the 


blade to cut deeper than a short hitch, 
likewise 
a 
heavy 
doubletree 
will 
cause the cutting edge to settle deep- 
er t h a n a light one. 


There are very few periods of th« 
year when the use of the drag does 
not benefit the road, but it does the 
best work when the noil is moist and 
yet not too sticky. 
This Is frequently 
within a half-day's time after a rain. 
When 
the earth 
is in this state 
it 
works the best, and 
the 
effects of 
working it are fully as beneficial as 
at any other time. 


So m u c h has been written and said 


pertaining to the great benefits from 
the use of the road drag that many 
people beginning the use of it become 
discouraged 
before 
they 
are 
well 
started. 
They should not feel 
thus 
as it often takes a whole season for 
the 
road 
to 
become 
properly 
pud- 
dled and baked to withstand t h e rains 
and traffic. 
After a road has 
been 
worked with a drag only a short time 
it Is not well to expect It to stand 
up to heavj' traffic during a continued 
damp spell without 
being 
affected. 
However, 
It 
will 
take 
far 
heavier 
traffic than most earth roads receive 
to more than scuff up the surface. 


It is not well to consider the bene- 
fits from a good road as solely con- 
fined to heavy traffic, for there Is no 
doubt 
but 
that 
the 
time 
saved 
to 
light vehicles and the greater pleasure 
derived 
from 
their 
use 
over 
good 
roads far surpasses the economy In 
heavy hauling.

WORK IN THE ORCHARD 


Cover crops should be sown 
early 
in August. 
Clover Is one of the very 
best cover crops that can be utilized 
as its roots penetrate deep into the 
soil to conserve moisture and to store 
up nitrogen. 


The 
best 
orchardlsts 
sow 
from 
twelve to fifteen pounds of red clover 
to the acre as soon after haying as 
convenient. 
If the soli is so rich that 
a very rank growth of clover is se- 
cured, 
mow 
the 
clover 
Just 
before 
apple picking", and allow It to remain 
on the ground and bfe plowed under 
early the following year. 


Buckwheat 
Is 
recommended 
by 
many apple growers for a cover crop. 
This should be sown In July. 
When 
rye Is used do not sow until 
later; 
last of August or the 
first 
week of 
September. 


Cover crops serve as a mulch for, 
the ground, to retain moisture, arrest 
plant food that would be wasted by 
soil erosion and 
leaching and as 
a 
source of nitrogen supply as in the 
case of clover and the other legumes. 


Another essential to good crops of 
f r u i t . Is. mulching t h e trees. 
Straw, 
swale-grass or refuse fodder are ex- 
iceilent 
for .mulching 
trees. 
Use 
a 
liberal .quantity.—M. J, R

It is a mistake t o believe t h a t light- 
ning rods do not protect 
buildings. 
They do when properly p u t up and 
no f a r m e r can afford to go without 
them unless he chooses to carry his 
own 
insurance. 
In 
any 
case 
the 
cost of lightning rods is so small" com- 
pared to the protection they give that 
It is doubtful whether It Is good pol- 
icy to take any risks without them. 
Of course we cannot put 
lightning 
rods on hay and grain stacks but we 
can put the hay and grain In 
our 
barns and protect the buildings with 
lightning rods. 


Speaking of 
lightning, all 
danger 
of death to f a r m animals coming In 
contact 
with 
fence 
wires 
heavily 
charged may be avoided by attach- 
ing a wire to the strands of the fence 
for two or three hundred feet, run- 
ning one end of It Into the grround 
about four feet deep. 
This will af- 
ford an outlet for the electricitr and 
render the wire fences as safe as any 
other. 


CHANGE OF PASTURES. 


It is poor business keeping-the hogs 
In the same lot year cfter year with- 
out renovating them. 
We have very 
little disease among our hogs' :<.nd, I 
attribute It to the' fact that we plpw 
up the lots at léast once a year and 
often twice 
and change the 
hogs 
from one. lot to another frequently. 
I believe this practice and allowing 
the hogs to have access to clover pas- 
ture and clean runninr water will f é - 
duce the mortality among these ani- 
mals to the extent not dreamed Of by 
the average fq.rmer.

PLANTING E W R E E N S 


A new Jersey 
f a r m e r 
writes 
to 
know whether it will be safe to plant 
Evergreens in August. 


The best time to plant Evergreens 
is early in the spring just when the 
new season's growth is starting. 
It 
is a mistake to plant too early and 
if the planting is delayed until J u n e 
the trees are not apt to do well un- 
less frequently watered and mulched 
during the summer 
months. 


Some planting Is done in 
August 
but we do not believe the 
inexper- 
ienced 
can 
make 
their 
trees 
grow 
when planted so late. 


Nurseries frequently put out their 
Evergreens In July and August 
but 
more f r o m necessity than choice be- 
cause they are too busy during the 
spring months to do the work. 


When Evergreens are planted late 
they 
should 
be thoroughly 
watered

In the spring trees that die turn 
brown 
within 
two or three 
weeks. 
The time to plant Evergreens, is, in 
our opinion, in the spring and 
we 
see no reason 
why 
fall 
planting 
should be restorted to unless through 
necessity. 


Dealers have a habit of cutting into 
both ends of the apple barrel before 
buying and this sometimes proves em- 
barassing to the seller. 


SOIL SICKNESS IN THE 
GARDEN 


By W. R. GELBERI^ 
_ 


Complaints are common f r o m com* 
paratlvely small and constantly crop* 
ped gardens cment the poorness of t h e 
produce. 
Even such a thing as a cab- 
bage Is so -faint-hearted 
as 
to 
r u n 
away on lanky legs as no well-behaved 
cabbage should. 


All this Is very annoying to those 
who take Infinite pains with their gar- 
dens and go to some expense in get- 
ting 
reliable 
seeds. 
All 
this 
may 
occur, and does occur, where ample 
manure 
of 
the 
barnyard 
is 
ap- 
plied to keep the soil in fertile condi- 
tion. 
It is in fact a kind of soil sick- 
ness which ordinary m a n u r e 
caimot 
overcome, but actually aggravates. 


One sees far less of this in large 
gardens for the simple reason that the 
larger area gives a m u c h wider range 
arid rotation of cropping, yet even here 
comparisons may often be drawn be- 
tween the produce of t h e large areas 
and vegetables under field cultivation 
to the distinct advantage of the latter. 


There Is fortunately an antidote for 
freshly ground or freshly slaked lime 
is an antitode for this. In liberal dress- 
ingrs it will prove a quick and lasting 
tonic to the sick soil, and not 
only 
should 
this 
be 
administered 
when 
spring opens, but as far as possible 
dressed through crops of cabbage and 
similar things during a dry day and 
lightly hoed in. 


When lime can be readily obtained 
in the best condition there is really no 
excuse for the bad state of things de- 
picted and even if an extra price has 
to be paid it is still the cheapest be- 
cause the only satisfactory thing for 
the purpose and 
whatever 
may 
be 
spent in ordinary'manure, if expended 
on time for 
several 
seasons 
would 
work wonders. 


Doctors differ 
over 
the 
value 
of 
freshly ground lime, and the virtue of 
the newly slaked article, 
the 
ultra 
caustic properties of the former being 
by many 
considered 
an 
advantage. 
With that I agree, but consider the ad« 
vantage is only temporary as with ex- 
posure to the air the slaking la thor- 
oughly in evidence. 


Well burned lime, not too long from 
the kiln, will be found to answer all 
purposes in this direction and it can 
be slaked in a barrel or in heaps by 
giving it a good sprinkling with w a t ^ 
and covering with old sacks or some- 
thing similar, when it should be im- 
mediately distributed. 


Positive effects will be noticed the 
first 
season in the improved 
appear- 
ance of vegetation and negatively In 
the disappearance of much of the low- 
er forms of insect and fungoid life In 
the garden. 


Of the value to the fruit bushes di- 
rectly by reducing their enemies and 
indirectly 
by 
stimulating 
healthful 
growth, I cannot speak too highly. 


Did you ever think what a beautiful 
and long-flowering garden one might 
have with just the P's? 
Sweet peai^ 
poppies, pansies, petunias, phlox, por- 
tulaca. With no more flowering plants 
than these one may have flowers every 
day from June 'till frost, all of them 
being easy to grow 
and 
continuous 
producers of brilliant 
flowers. 


SHED FOR THE FARM TOOLS 


Every farmer should have a shed 
for his tools and the tools should be 
cleaned and 
placed 
in the shed 
as 
soon as one is through using them. 
Often this saves time and delay when 
the tool is wanted later on. 


The paint brush should 
be used 
freely on the woodwork 
and 
other 
parts that become worn or 
scraped 
by use. 
This costs but little and adds 
years to the life of the tools. 
In fact 
it is best to give all machinery a new 
coat of paint every two years. 


I know a f a r m e r who follows this 
method of caring for his f a r m 
ma- 
chinery. 
He is now using a 
binder 
ho has owned for ten years and it is 
still doing good work and the repair 
bill for the ten years, has been only 
$6.00. 


In the winter he goes over all his 
tools, and repairs, repaints, and cets 
them in shape for th • next summer. 
The cost of his shed was $50, and his 
time while building it. 


The tool-house need not be a cost- 
ly building—a good roof v Ith cheap 
siding will do, and any m a n should 
be able to put It up a t odd times. 


Some farmers use shade-trees for 


roofing their tools. 
The shade is but 
little protection, as the more 
mois- 
ture the more rust, and the 
shade 
will hold the moisture for days. 


The cost of one new binder 
will 
pay for a good building, large enough 
to store the full equipment of a fair- 
sized farm. 


In 
this shed may 
be placed 
the 
forge and 
work-bench, where 
small 
repairs 
to 
machinery 
and 
many 
a 
new and useful thing m a y be made 
during the winter months. 


Put in plenty of windows on the 
sides and 
ends, particularly on 
the 
workshop side.—Thomas M. CiaeL

cement mortar, made 
of

part 
Portland cement and. three parts, gqbd 
sharp sand. 
One coat can be put on 
In the morning and the second to- 
wards night. 
In digging give enough 
slant to the. sides so there is no danger 
of caving. 
Bricks may be used 
to 
arch over the top. 


TO GET GOOD FRUIT. 


Go over the blackberry and rasp* 
berry vines for signs of rust and in- 
sect disease. Cut out and bum every 
doubtful vine. 


It Is an 
easy matter to make

valuable tree out of a poor one by 
top-grafting. 


Always plant small fruits on deej», 
rich aluvial soil, one which 
carries 
plenty of humus. 


You must not forget that all berrlei 
are forest fruits and generally grow 
in the shade and are great lovers ol 
moisture.

playground and 
also In 
buying 
equipment 
for 
new 
grounds. 
Thli, 
amount of money has been a great 
help to the association, but it is only 
a small part of the amount necessary. 
During the past eight or nine months, 
three or four hundred checks for from 
$5.00 to $25.00 have been recelvjSd by 
the association and it is from these 
popular subscriptions that the bulk of 
playground expense money Is obtained.

Santa Rosa, Cal., Aug. 4.—A general 
alarm was sent out today for the ap- 
prehension of a Japanese boy, Henry 
YamagatchI, in the hope* of obtaining

key to a gruesome' triple 
murder 
enacted on a lonely ranch. 
Thé crime 
was revealed yesterday when county 
officers investigating 
the 
disappear- 
ance of a family of three discovered 
the charred bones of Enoch JK^ndall^ 
Mrs. tJra Kendall, his wifé, and Thom- 
as A. 'Kendall, their son, in the yard 
of their canon home north of Santa 
Rósa. 


The finger of suspicion according to 
the sheriff is directed toward the misr- 
ing Japanese. 
YamagatchI occupied a 
cabin on the ranch and had a 'violent 
quarrel with Thomas Kendall, manager 
of the Starbuck ranch. Young Kendall 
is said to have beaten and shot at the 
boy. 
Nursing 
a . grievance 
against 
Kendall, YamagatchI is said to have 
acted like one demented. 
The ranch 
on which the Kendall family was slain 
is owned by Mrs. Margaret Starbuck 
wife of an Oakland architect. 


Had Fought With Kendalls. 
On 
Monday, 
July 
25, 
YamagatchI 
called at the Starbuck home In Oak- 
land and told Mrs. Starbuck that he 
had had a fight with the elder Ken 
dall and his son. 
On the same day a 
guest at the summer resort of Cros- 
pers, near the ranch, accompanied by 
two boys, visited a cabin on the Star- 
buck ranch and entering by a window, 
came on Yamagati^hl crawling from 
under a couch with' an open knife in 
his liand. 
The Japanese immediately 
left the cabin, but. was seen again on 
the ranch the next day for the last 
time. 


A few days ago neighbors, notfng 
that 
nothing had 
been seen of 
the 
Kendalls,, for more than a week, called 
the attention of the sheriff to the case. 
Yesterday Sheriff J. K. Smith, accom- 
panied by two court officers, visited 
the place. 
On the diningroom tablé 
dishes had been set for a meal but the 
food had not been touched. 
In the 
stable the family horse w^as tied in 
his stall, perishing of thirst and hun- 
ger. 
Pigs were starving in a pen. 
Human Bones in Ashpile. 
No light was shed on the mystery 
until the kitchen stove was opened. 
In the ashes of the grate, fragments of 
bones were found, ; It was seen that a 
light trail of cinders led from 
the 
stove through the door to the yard. 
Folllbwing this tr.iil to a point some 
distance from the hut searchers came 
to an ash pile which contained a large 
number of human bones and several 
blackened 
pieces of jewelry, 
among 
which was a plain gold wedding ring 
that bore the initials "T. A. K." those 
of the younger Kendall. Later another 
a§h pile was discovered that concealed 
pieces of human skulls, a pair of gold 
spectacles and many charred bones. 
Lying 
on the 
grass 
nearby was a 
breast pin that held a miniature of 
Thomas Kendall and which was iden- 
tified by neighbors as having been con- 
stantly worn'by Mrs. Kendall. 


A search for the instrument 
with 
which the murders had been commit- 
ted, brought to light a heavy 
stone 
covered with blood which lay in an 
adjoining garden, under a fence. It Is 
the belief of the sheriff that the crimes 
were actually committed with knives 
or guns and that the stone was sub- 
sequently used to dispatch the dyingj 
victims. ^Regarding the missing Jap- 
anese, 
Mrs. 
Starbuck 
has 
made a 
lengthy statement to District Attorney 
Lea, from her home in Oakland. 
She 
says that YamagatchI said that Ken- 
dall's bullet struck a metal mirror in 
his pocket and was deflected. 
He did 
not express "a desire to get even. He 
threatened to 
kill himself, 
however, 
and acted so strangely that she called 
up 'thë chièf of police and asked him to 
look after the boy. 
When she 
re- 
turned, the Japanese had gone.

Army Engineering Corps is 
Expected to iHake an 
Early Statt 


COL. JOHN lEILLIS 
WILL DIRECT WORK 


May be First Step Toward 
Ultimate Construction 
of Barge Canal. 


Under authority 
conferred by the 
rivers and harbors bill of June 25, 1910. 
the engineering corps of the United 
States army is preparing to make a 
survey of the Maumee river between 
Toledo and Fort Wayne, and develop- 
ments of the past few days indicate 
a purpose to make an early stari; In 
the work. 


The survey will We under tne direc- 
tion of John Millis, colonel of engi- 
neers, stationed at Cleveland. 
Colonel 
Millis has written Fort Wayne men 
asking for any information that local 
iiitereats may desire, to present to per- 
mit formal opinion and • recommenda- 
tions relative to the proposed Improve- 
ment. 


Regarded as Important. 


While the effort to secure the pas- 
sage by congress of an act directing 
the survey of the proposed barge canal 
from Toledo to Chicago by way of the 
Maumee river arid Fort Wayne failed 
of passage', the forthcoming survey 
of the Maumee by the army engineers 
is regarded here as of immense im- 
portance in connection with the canal 
movement. 
It is fully expected local- 
ly that the army survey will go far in 
df>monstrating the practicability of the 
canalization of the Maumee. 


What is said to have been a very 
thorough and excellent survey of the 
Maumee was made some years ago 
from Toledo to a point seven miles 
west of Defiance, but it is believed that 
there is no modern record of thè re- 
maining portion of the river. The pro- 
vision Of the rivers and harbors bill 
merely provided for a survey of the 
entire river as. a basis for determining 
the advisability of any attempt at im- 
provement of the stream. 


Col. Millis Interested. 


Col. Millis had been fùrnièhéd with 
ar Immense mass of data regarding the 
proposed 
canal 
proj/ect, 
lncludin»r 
i'rank B. Taylor's comprehensive study 
of the proposition, and he has written 
t. express his thanks for the informa- 
tion and stated that he was much in- 
terested in the canal suggestion. 


P. A. Randall, president of the To- 
le-ilo. Fort Wayne and Chicago Deep 
Waterways association, stated 
today 
thi.t Col. Millis would be supplied with 
an the information in the hands of the 
association regarding the Maumee riv- 
ei and its possibilities, and that it 
wt.uld be urged upon the engineering 
corps in making its survey to take 
into account the plan of the canal or- 
ganization to .provide a canal of at 
least fourteen feet in depth and of 
sufficient width to handle a large traf- 
fic. 


Col. Millis has not indicated the pre- 
cise 
date for beginning the survey, 
but it is expected that It will be tak- 
en up without delay. 
Mr. Randall is 
confident that the next session of con- 
gress will authorize the survey^ of the 
remainder of the proposed canal route 
from Fort Wayne to Chicago.

I PLATOORM OF IOWA INSURGENTS.: 


Des Moines, Iowa, Aug. 3.—The ma- 
jority of the resolutions committee/of 
the republican state convention heire 
will favor not Only the strict enforce- 
ment of the anti-trust laws, but favor 
giving additional strength and scope 
to them.

Whitestown, N. Y., fifty-nine j'ears 
ago. the son of a farmer, the Gaynor 
family being of English-Irish stock. He 
was echTcated at Whitestown seminary 
and later at Boston, and intended in 
youth, it was said, to enter the priest- 
hood ot the Koman Catholic church, 
even going so far 
as 
to -begin his 


studies under the Christian Brothers. 
Little is known about that period of 
his life, but at all events he did not 
become a priest. 


He taught school in Boston and aft- 


erward took up the study of law In 
Utica. removing to Brookij-n in 18"3 to 
continue his studies. While so doing 
he engaged in newspaper work. 


He was admitted to the bar in IS 


and \vent io live In Flatbush, then a 
separate community in' the control of 
corrupt politicians. 
Ga.ynor studied 


his surroundings and ascertained that 
Flatbush hail forty liquor saloons, but 
only one license. He 
got evidence 


against the saloons, had their proprie- 
tors arrested and compelled them to 
take out licenses. 


Defeats the Boss Element. 


Then he railed the better element to- 


gether and a reform ticket was nomi- 
nated at the net 
election. 
Though 


both 
politirnl 
machines combined 


against 
the reformers, the latter's 


icket gained a decisive victor;- and 
5aynor was appointed police commis- 
ioner by the town board. 
His most notable achievement in this 


:apa.city was the manner in which he 
:lnseo sevoi-M illegal roadhouses on 
he Oofan parkway. He procured evl- 
lencft against these places and snc- 
c^edert in rnnvirting their proprietors 


11 within sixty days. 
Gaynnr went, to live in Brooklyn :n 
5S5 and soon found himself arrayed 
against Hugh McL,auglilin. the demo- 
cratic bo??.

election, and those o£ Charles A. Schie-

sweeping victory, the McLaughlin ring 
being driven out of power. 


Tha downfall o£ the Brooklyn boss 


was coincident with the annihilation 
of John Y. McKane, the defiant demo- 
cratic ruler of Coney island.- On elec- 
tion day Gaynor sent watchers to the 
polling places, having: first procured 
an injunction which forbade interfer- 
ence tvlth' them. AIcKane's henchmen 
threw the watchers out of the polling 
booths, and the boss himself made the 
most famous remark o£ his lite: "In- 
junctions don't go here."

After election Gaynor 
got the government to appoint specia1 
deputy attorneys general, in order to 
take the prosecution out of the hands 
of the boss ridden local district attor- 
ney, and he threw himself into the 
work with energy. JlcKane was sen- 
tenced to seven years, sixteen of his 
followers were imprisoned, 
and the 


value 
of the injunction as a legal 


weapon was vindicated. 


Among the famous cases which Gay-

Pennsylvania Lines. 


A Wheat Improvement Special train 


will be run August 22 to September 7, 
over the Pennsylvania lines In Indiana. 
The train Is equipped and run free by 
the railroad company, while the lec- 
turers, demonstration 
materials 
and 


literature are furnished by the Purdue 
experiment station. 


The objects of this train are to stim- 


ulate Interest in wheat growing in In- 
diana and to disseminate information 
relative to selection of varieties, cul- 
tural methods, fertilization, control of 
plant diseases, and methods of com- 
batting 
injurious insects. 
That this 


campaign for more and better wheat 
is needed is readily seen from a study 
of present existing conditions". 
The 


average yield of wheat In Indiana Is 
13.3 
bushels per acre. 
The cost of 


producing an acre of wheat in Indiana 
is more than twelve dollars ($12.00.) 
The profit is therefore very small. 


The experiment station believes that 


the average yield of wheat of the state 
should be materially increased or farm- 
ers should stop growing wheat and 
gro wsome crop that will return a sub- 
stantial profit. 


Juat what the experiment 
station 


believes can be done to increase the 
ylold and improve the quality of wheat 
will be presented in the lectures .given 
on tha train and the literature dis- 
tributed.
